The statement has been often 
made that Edmonton now ocupies 
much the same position towards the 
country to north and northwest 
as Winnipeg did when the movement 
to this part of the Dominion began. 
The situation is one which is calcu- 
lated to stir the imagination. If, as 
we have reason to believe, there is 
territory beyond Edmonton with 
quite as large resources as_ that 
which lies between this city and 
Winnipeg, what may we not expect 
the next few decades to bring forth 

The man who hasn’t the gift of 
finds it hard to Lelieve 
that this hinterland of ours, now 
containing but a handful of people, 
who can be communicated with only 
with the greatest difficulty, can ever 
become what the country south of 
the Saskatchewan now is. A few 
weeks ago a mail carrier started 
out from Edmonton for points on 
the Mackenzie river. The ‘trip is 
made each winter and takes several 
months, only the most primitive 
means of travel being available 
after the Hudson’s Bay boats have 
stopped for the season. 


Do we realize that tity 
ago, Edmonton stood in practitally 
the same relation to the outside 
word as Fort Providence does now. 
A story recently told by the Kans- 
vack Times brings this home to us. 
The first mail route to Edmonton 
was established in August, 1876. 


‘The man_ responsible tothe 
government for the delivery ‘of; the 


|same,’’ says the Times. ‘‘was James 


McKay, who was well known around 
Fort Garry in those days, and resided 
at Silver Heights. The method of 
delivery during the winter months 
was by relays of dog trains. ‘There 
were busy men and_hard-worked 
dogs all along through what was 
then termed the Great Lone Land. 
Oragnizing this route was not an 
easy task, and the delivery of mails 
was still a harder one. ; Sometimes 
the drivers would get pinched ina 
storm and_find it difficult to make a 
bluff for a night camp: in summer 
swollen ri,ers would be a barrier; in 
the fall prairie fires would clean up 
the country so that there would be 
no food for horses. But the mail 
drivers were trusted men whose 
ambition was to get ~in‘on time. 
which they invariablyjdid. After 
leaving Silver Heights they would 
bid good-bye to civilization, with 
the exception, perhaps, of White 
Horse Plains and Portage la Prairie. 

“At night when the camp was 
made, wood had to be gathered, 
snow shoveled uway to make down 
the bed, bannocks baked,-; dogs fed. 
moccasins repaired and _— socks 
changed then for a smoke and chat 
before the fire and then to bed. 
These mail drivers slept among the 
storm-swept bluffs, on that long and 
lonely trail, that skirted along the 
southern limit of the?true forests, 
during the winter seasons, 

“It might well be made history, 
how these men distributed our 
respected sovereign’s mail along the 
frontier of this great country in 
winter; at night with their dogs 
snuggling around them always con 
scious of the waking cold, but they 
were only helping to pave the way 
for what is here now — thou- 
sands of settlers with their happy 
homes and the railway with its 
splendid equipment.” 


No wonder the future is discounted 
in a country where a few year bring 
about such achanges. _ owe?

Edmonton by March. Certainly, 
they will be here by early summer, 
When one walks out tothe Clover 
Bar bridge and sees the magic words 
“Grand Trunk Pacitic’’ on the con- 
struction cars, it is not strange that 
he feelsa sudden thrill. Railway- 
building is in one sense a prosaic 
occupation; but the arrival of a new 
line under certain conditions makes 
avery strong appeal to the emctions: 

The coming of the G.T.P. must 
not make us forget that other line 
which it follows closely through a 
large stretch of territory from Win- 
nipeg, which will be known as the 
C.P.R.'’s Edmonton route. On Nov. 
10 the first engine passed over the 
new C.P.R. bridge at the Battle 
river, just beyond Hardisty. Be: 
tween this point and Wilkie, 4 
distance of 185 miles, steel will be 
laid early in 1909 and there is every 
reason to believe that when we can 
take a G.T.P. train to Winnipey, | 
we shall also have the opportunity | 
of availing ourselves of one which | 
makes just as fast time over the 
rival line. 


The report that has been current 
during the past week that the | 
C.N.R. would take over the Calgary | 
and Edmonton line is laughed at by | 
C.P.R. officials. It has been under- | 
stood for some time past that the 
C.P.R. had secured complete control 
of C. and KF. stock after consider- | 
eble trouble with the English bond- , 
holders. In view of the importance’ 
of the link which the line will consti- 
tute in relation to western trade, it 
is incredible that the C.P.R. would | 
make such a move. 


The Edmonton city hospital board | 
have come to the conclusion that, 
the work of erecting the new build- | 
ing must not be delayed any longer. 
A great influx of population is cer- 
tain within the next year or so and 
there is no question that the present 
facilities will be taxed beyond their 
capacity. The financial proposition 
may he briefly stated. The plans, 
which were prepared some time agn, 
provide for a main building and two 
wings, with total accommodation 
for three hundred patients. The 
main building alone would allow one 
hundred patients at a time and it is 
this which it isnow proposed to 
proceed with at an estimated cost 
of $150,000. The city has granted 
$50,000. The present property, it 
is believed, can be disposed of, for 
$40,000, leaving $60,000 to be raised 
by private subscription. If not: 
deemed advisable to sell just now. 
$100,000 will have to be raised, A 
canvassing committee has been 
appointed, of which Mr. G. H. 
Adams of the Board of Trade will 
act as secretary. It wil! get to work 
early in 1909, so look out! 


There is no public enterprise 
which should make a stronger appeal 
to citizens. It is to be hoped that 
the committee in {its work will 
restrict itseif to placing the claims 
of the institution clearly before 
the citizens and urging those who 
feel themselves financially able to 
come to its support. The great ma- 
jority"of people have all they can do 
meeting private demands upon their 
purses and it would bea real hard- 
ship to them if pressure, such as we 
know often is exerted, were brought 
to bear upon them to make a con- 
tribution to the hospital which they 
could not afford. There are, how- 
ever, many scores of citizens who| 
have profited sufficiently out of the 
growth of the city to make a liberal 
response to the committee’s call and 
from them it should not be difficult 
to raise enough money to commence 
work in the spring. 


As to the present hospital site, the 
suggestion that has been already 
been made in the Saturday News, 
that the city should take over the 
property and convert it into an cast- 
end park, should be acted upon. It 
would be a crying shame if the 
opportunity were lost. A great 
boon would be conferred on poster- 
ity and the realization of the hos- 
pital board’s pian made so much

It is 
recognized that the authorities have 
accomplished a great deal in a short 
space of time wd that they have 
been working under no small diffi- 
culties. With more power, the 
additional cars that have been 
ordered, and with full provision 
made for emergencies, there should 
be little reason to complain. 

Despite the fuct that only a three- 
quarter hour service has been avail- 
able, the interurban traffic has 
proven a great boon and is being 


heartily appreciated by the people | 


on both sides of the river. A good 
deal of talk has been heard about 
loss of business that the Strathcona 
merchants have sustained. Any 
such change is bound to bring about 
some temporary hardship, but, tak- 
ing along look ahead, there is no 
doubt about the system’s being a 
good thing for both cities. The 
following from the Strathcona Plain- 
dealer, does that paper the greatest 
credit. Such spirit is bound to grow 
and build up a Greater Edmonton, 
which will bring good fortune to 
everyone within and near its con- 
fines. The Plaindealer says:

is perhaps a little unfortunate that 
the service pegan just at this par- 
ticular time, but we have to get 
used ‘to the situation and the sooner 
the better. We do not doubt that 
the street cars will be a permanent 
advantage in the mumber of people 
who will come to reside here. 

“Imagine how dull and dead this 
town would be without cars when 
the service was running to the 
Groat Estate, to Westgrove, Nor- 
wood and other suburbs of Edmon- 
ton. Strathcona would lose to those 
suburbs every man who now resides 
here and works in Edmonton. and as 
that city grows it -would be along 
the car lines. People will not walk 
up and down a 200-foot hill if they 
can rent or buy ascheap property on 
the high level ona street car line.
